LONDON, Jan. 1.—Two hundred and 
seventy sailors were drowned today as 
the result of the loss of the British 
Steam yacht Iolaire off Stornoway, 
Scotland. 

The yacht had 300 sailors on-board. 
They were on New Year’s holiday leave. 

The vessel struck on the dangerous 
rocks known as “the beasts of helm,” 
near Stornoway harbor, and only about 
thirty of them were saved.- Many of 
these were terribly injured in their ef- 
forts to reach the shore.

FLATS; 
STILL OUT 


Failure of Owners to Sign 
Wage Scale the 
Cause. 


Chicago experienced a unique labor 
crisis yesterday. 
| Several thousand flat dwellers awoke 
in. the chill dawn of the morning after

- Jt remained for the agreement to he 
signed by individual owners of the 
Chicago buildings, and they signed the 
dotted line in the majority of cases. 
Owners Fail to Sign. 

On Tuesday, when the union began 
checking up, it was found that some of 
the individual owners had not yet 


signed, and at midnight. 230 janitors. 


were called from the basements in a 
strike of protest. The buildings, in- 
cluding a number on the south side 
and others scattered over the city, 
were picketed by the union to show 
that their owners were on the “un- 
fair” list. It is said this included 
6.000 individual flats. 

Last night 130 of the owners on the 
“unfair” list had signed up and 130 
of the striking janitors had returned 
to work. One hundred janitors were 
still on strike, ‘ut all indications 
pointed to a complete adjustment be- 
fore “taps” sounds tonight. 


Little Trouble Caused. 

“ Everything is fine,” declared Presi- 
dent Quesse last night. “ The owners’ 
associations have toted square with 
us, living up to every agreement. 
There has been no violence nor other 
trouble anywhere and only the individ- 
ual owners who have refused to sign 
up have been affected. More tan half 
‘of this number came across during the 
day and their janitors promptly went 
bhck to work. I believe that the rest 
will agree tomorrow. 

“We are ready to furnish heat in 
‘all buildings where the lack of it 
would cause hardship to people suffer- 
‘ing from sickness. Buildings on the 
|south side owned by the University of 
‘Chicago will be furnished janitors as 
‘usual until such time as university 


salaries.” 

“The situation should work itself out 
{n a few days,” said A. F, Kramer, 
president ,of the Chicago Renting 
Agents’ association. “Our organiza- 
tion has agreed to the increase in jan- 
itors’ salaries, and only a few individ- 
ual owners seem to'be affected. Nota 
single instance of opposition to the 
agreement has reached the association 
from individual owners.”

Established in 1884. 


Rector’s was established in 1884 by 
Charles E. Rector, who died three or 
four years ago. In early days it was 
to Chicago what Delmonico’s was to 
New York. —
